He will not even allow clerks 
in his office to do so except perhaps 
where the client is an old or reg ular 
one. 
He wants him to g o elsewhere to 
g et the necessary attestations. There are 
exception» to this unw ritten rule, it is 
true, but it is pretty g enerally observed. 
“ Lawy ers will not so adm it it,” said 
one of them , “ but the true reason is 
they don’t care to l>e identified w ith the 
instrument. 
It is alxmt as difficult an 
undertaking as a lawy er can face to 
draw up a w ill where the beq uests are 
surrounded with conditions that w ill 
close up all loophole» to a contest. Most 
testat "is know how they want to dis­ 


pose of their estates, but it ill exceeding - 
ly hard to t \press their wishes in a way 
that w ill 1» ave no doubt when subse­ 
q uent UmL-appointed heirs call it into 
q uest mi. The books teem w it ii instances 
of the inability of smart men, some of 
them disting uished lawy ers, to make a 
w ill that w ill stand under a stiff fig ht. 
Lawy ers naturally don't want to lie as­ 
sociated w ith a document that may be 
pronounced bad. and so they are unw ill­ 
ing to s’g u us witnesses or to lot their 
employ e« » do it 
I suppose it to some ex­ 
tent arg ues a lack of confidence in their 
work. Any how the precaution is of lit­ 
tle list*, tor invariably the lawy er who 
drew it is disclosed in any litig ation 
over a w ill." —Chicag o Tribune.
